Horses and Cattle occupy the best part of the country, and are owned mostly in large herds, 
except on the ('oast, where there are a few settlers here and there. 

Mining: Gold is the main mineral mined for at Coen, but Silver is obtained as a, by-product of 
1 he gold ore ; the same remark applies to Ebagoolah. Gold is undoubtedly present in many localities 
here, and only needs capital in order to prove the value of the various fields. The climate is trying, 
and probably this is partly the reason these fields do not receive the attention they deserve. Tin and 
also Wolfram have been found in the district but little effort has been made to exploit the finds.

Tips for Tourists: Coolangatta, Redland Bay, and Southport are favorite watering places, and the 
first and last can be reached bv rail from Melbourne Street, whilst Redland Bay is reached by coach 
from Cleveland. Currumbin is fast becoming a resort for thoee who prefer a quiet place, and where 
fishing is not altogether spoilt by net fishing. Burleigh Heads is also a very nice place to spend a 
quiet holiday. There is a splendid beach extending from Southport to Coolangatta, and at low water can be 
ured by buggies or motorists, the sand being quite hard enough to carry even a heavily loaded bullock waggon. 
There are some beauty spots between Stradbroke Island and the mainland, and even on Stradbroke itself, patches 
of samb being full of Staghorns, Elkhorns, Ferns of various kinds, etc. Inland one can reach Tambourine Mountain, 
a very healthy resort, and more frequented by those who, once visiting the place, make it the place to spend their 
annual holiday. There are some very fin' creek scenes there and gullies of tropical growth. Mt. Cotton, unfortu- 
nately, his been allowed to fall into the hands of private owners, and its beauties are fast disappearing under the 
timber-getters' as", and the fruitgrowers' ilearing operations, though here and there are still standing some fine 
pitches of Virgin Scrub, inhabi tato.l bv soaring Palms, Tree Ferns, Staghorns, Elkhorns, Birdsnest Ferns, Orchids, 
end the beautiful [Tihlbrella Fern. The Lamington Plateau, ft the head of Christmas Creek, is almost unknown; but it 
is said by the favoured few that have bePD there to be a revelation, and only requires to be better known to be 
appreciated. Anyone having a difficulty in ridding themselves of superfluous adipose tissue, cannot do better than 
tickle one of the many Mountains or Peaks on the MePherson Range; the adventure will be well repaid by the magni- 
ficent view and the bracing mountain air. It is also warranted a certain cure for dyspepsia. Anyone making this 
trip w'll find the settlers only too willing to assist them in the matter. Fishing is good at most of the above- 
mentioned seaside places, and shooting can be had in the open season over most of the large swamps; ducks are 
then plentiful. Black Swan are also frequently seen on the enclosed part of the Bay between the mainland and 
Stradbroke.

This country, the mainland, is chiefly Fruitgrowing country, though small areas are under Maize, Potatoes, 
Pumpkins and Melons. The principal Fruits are — Bananas. Pineapples (very largely grown), Oranges, Custard 
Apples. Lemons, Mangoes, Passion Fruit, Paw Paws, Persi mmons, Strawberries (also very largely grown), Peanuts; 
and Vegetables — Beans, Cabbages. Cauliflowers, Cucumbers, Peas, and Tomatoes. 

Timber: There is no mill timber left now in this District worth talking about, as the greater part of the 
land is now cleared and under cultivation: but there is one Sawmill in the Cleveland Police District. 

Tips for Tourists: Cleveland. Wellington Point, and Manly are favourite watering places and easily accessible 
by rail from Melbourne Street Station. A favourite run for motorists is to Cleveland and back, the roads being 
good and the hills well graded. Fishing is usually good at Cleveland or a short distance off the foreshore. Oysters 
can also be obtained, and good boating trips are to be had from here among the Islands 'n the Southern part of 
Moreton Bay.

The chief Agricultural products are Wheat, Barley, Maize, Potatoes, Pumpkins and Melons, Cotton, 
Sugarcane, Arrowroot, Grapes, Bananas, Pineapples, Oranges, Apples, Apricots, Figs, Cape Gooseberries, Lemons, 
Passion Fruit, Peaches, Plums, Broom Millet, Pea Nuts, and Vegetables— Beans, Cabbages, Cauliflowers, Unions, 
Peas, Tomatoes, Turnips. Green Crops of Wheat, Oats, Lucerne, and other varieties are largely grown, anil a quantity 
of Hay is made from these also. 

Mining: The Coalfields situated in the Ipswich District produce at present about two-thirds of the total pro- 
duction. About half the output for 1912 was shipped either as bunker Coal or as cargo, and the balance used 
locally for general purposes; the field produced during 1912, 598,505 tons of Coal valued at £197,355. Coal Mining to a 
small extent 'is also carried on at Tannymorel, near Killarney. 

Timber: Ballv Gum, Bean Tree. Beech, Bloodwood, Blue Gum,- Brigalow in the Fassifern District, Crow's Ash, 
Crow's Foot Elm, Flooded Gum, Forest Oak, Red Oak, Grey Gum, Hoop or Moreton Bay Pine — some very fine Timber 
on the McPherson Range, but at present almost inaccessible — dronbark, Lancewood, Lignum Vitse, Marara — is found 
in the regions of the McPherson Range, ami is used for staves for casks, &c. — Maiden's Blush, Medicosma Cun- 
nmghamii, Moreton Bay Ash, Kedgy Kedgy, Quinine Tree, Red Ash, Re 1 Cedar — on the McPherson Range — Stringy- 
bark, River Oak, Rosewood — is plentiful on the McPherson Range, Mistake Mountains, and Wilson's Peak — She Oak, 
She Pine, Silkv Oak, Spotted Gum, Swamp Mahogany, Swamp ():ik, Tallowwood, Ti-tree, Tulipwood, Turpentine, White 
Gum, Yellowwood. There are Sawmills in the following Police Districts: — Beaudesert, Nine; Boonah, Four; Harris- 
ville, One; Ipswich, Four; Killarnev, Four; Laidlev, Two. 

The principle secondary industries are situated in Ipswich, viz., the Queensland Woollen Company's Factory 
and Woolwashing establishment, whose products are now extensively used and coming more into favour every day, 
the Redbunk Meat Works, at Redbank, from which the Chilled Meat was produced for shipment to the Old Country, 
the Ipswich Railway Workshops, the most up-to-date in the Commonwealth, and well worth a visit. Other manufac- 
tories comprise Soap, Bricks, Pottery, &c. Joinery, Agricultural Implements and Machinery, Engineering, Sheet Metal 
Working, Confectionery. Aerated Waters, &c. Ice, Boots and Shoes, Clothing. Dressmaking and Millinery, Dye, Shirts, 
&C, Coachbuilders. Saddlers, Furniture, and other minor wares. The Cotton Mill, the only one in the State, has unfortu- 
nately been (dosed owing to the action of the late Commonwealth Government in withdrawing the Bounty.

This Map represents a variety of interests, the North-east and North-west being chiefly Pas- 
toral; along the Brisbane Valley line Dairying is the principal industry, and on the South both dairy- 
ing and Agriculture go hand in hand The Timber industry is represented in the greater part of the 
area North of the closely settled parts.

eventually become growers on their own account. Stanthorpe and District is the chief Fruit-growing area, ana ve \ 
fine specimens of Almonds, Apples, Apricots, Cherries, Lemons, Peaches, Figs, Pears, Plums, Quinces, btrawbemes, nec- 
tarines, Peanuts, and Vegetables are plentifully grown, and magnificent Cabbages and Cauliflowers find their way 
the market. Tomatoes are also largely grown and exported to the Southern States, where they command nigh prices. 
Dairying is largely .carried on, more 'especially in the Allora, Clifton, Pittsworth, Toowoomba, and Warwick distiicts, 
and about 6,000, OOOlbs. of Butter were made in these localities during 1911, and about 3,000,0001bs. ot Cheese, me 
Silverwood Dairy Factory Co. have both a Butter and Cheese Factory at Warwick, the Clifton Co-operative Dairy 
Co. Ltd. have a Butter Factory at Clifton, the Warwick Butter and Dairying Co. Ltd. at Warwick, Allora, and iex as. 
Cheese Factories are owned by the following: Back Plains Co-operative Dairy Co., at Back Plains, near Chiton; J. JUL. 
Blake, at Lord John Swamp,' Warwick; G. O. Cowlishaw, Clifton; Greenmount Co-operative Dairy Co. at Green- 
mount; Tnglewood Co-operative Cheese Factory, at Tnglewood; Kooroongarra Co-operative Daury Co., at Kooroon- 
garra; Leyburn Dairy Co., at Levburn; Greenmount IXL C -operative Dairy Co., at Greenmount East; Charles and 
Pentacost,' at Oman-ama; H. S. Pentaeost, at Greymare; Warwick Butter and Dairy Co., at Elbow Valley. 

Mining: Gold, Silver, Lead, Copper and Tin are the minerals found here, and Silverspur takes the lead in the 
production of Silver. Zinc is also found in this mine, and the ore is waiting some cheaper means of transit than is at 
present available. Coal, Ironstone, and Limestone are also found a few miles away and used in the reduction of ores 
at this mine. Stream tin has been extensively worked near Stanthorpe, and in a few years £3,000,000 was obtained 
from this alone. Tin mining is now mostly carried on by means of "dredges." Wolfram and Molybdenite are also 
known to exist. The value of minerals produced during 1912 was £33,882.

Tips for Tourists: From Toowoomba towards the Southern border the traveller passes through some of the 
li nest country on the Downs, passing Charlton, Westbrook, Wyreema — from thence a branch line goes to Milmerran, — 
Clifton, a rising town; Mt. Tablet op can be seen from the railway line here, 2023ft. high, and in an easterly direc- 
tion: passing on the train arrives at Warwick, a favorite health resort in the summer, the climate being cool and 
bracing: the Killarney branch railway leaves the main line here, also the South-western line extending to Dirranbandi 
via Tnglewood and Goondiwindi; leaving Warwick, Silverwood is soon reached; Mt. Silverwood, 2744ft., is seen to the 
West from here; so along to Dalveen, the highest point on the railway from Brisbane to Wallangarra, viz., 3023ft. 
above sea level; the line now descends to Stanthorpe. where one could stop for days and then not see all the wonders 
of the district. Among them are the Two Brothers' Rocks on the top of Bald Mountain, 4070ft. above sea level; TTnder- 
cliff Falls, Severn River Falls, Winstead Waterfall. Donnelly's Castle, a remarkable formation of rock and cave, 
Paling Yard Creek, and Sentimental Rocks. T n a valley near Patterson's Scrub, 16 miles from Stanthorpe, can be 
seen one of the most beautiful sights one could wish for; here, some 4000ft. above seal level, grow splendid specimens 
of the tree fern, and it seems, as one looks at them, that they have been planted by human hands, so even do they 
naturally grow. The traveller will lose nothing by taking a trip to Texas, the tobacco-growing centre; some very 
interesting country is passed through; Texas lies right on the border of the State, and is on the (river Severn, which 
successively becomes the Dumaresque, Macintyre, Barwon and Darling, until it ultimately joins the famous Murray 
River, which runs through New South Wales and South Australia, ultimately emptying 'itself in St. Vincent's Gulf 
some few miles North of Adelaide. The wonderful mine at Silverspur, some 6 miles from Texas, is well worth a 
visit, and also Wills' model village, Raleigh.

There are no less than 99 localities having 100 inhabitants or more, represented on this Map, which includes 
a portion of the prolific Burnett District and the North-eastern part of the far-famed Darling Downs, also the 
North-western portion of the Moreton District. The Northern and Western portions are the homes of the larger 
pastoralists, the country generally being cut up into comparatively small blocks — even the larger blocks are chiefly 
freehold. The Government repurchased the Jimbour Estate a few years ago, and opened it for selection; this famed 
estate is situated between Bell on the East and Warra on the West, and North of Dalby. The selections have been 
mostly surveyed into small areas in order to enable men of small means to make a start on the land for themselves. 
This land is especially suitable for Lamb raising, having open Brown and Black Soil Plains well grassed, and cap- 
able of growing Lucerne. It is also a fine Dairying country, of which more anon, and being well served by railways, 
offers great inducements in this line. The country West of a line joining Tarong anil Cooyar, and continued towards 
Cambooya, may be said to be more devoted to Sheep and Wool-growing — over 10,000, OOOlbs. of greasy wool were 
produced in the Darling Downs Pastoral District during 1911 — than Cattle raising, and on the East of that line the 
reverse is the case, whilst on the North and West from Tarong to Jondowaie Cattle perdominate. There are also 
a number of Swine reared in this district for Bacon purposes, and theire are three Bacon Factories situated in the 
Toowoomba District, viz., Darling Downs Co-operative Bacon Co., W. C. Krimmer's, and F. Edwards' Factories. 

Agriculture, of course, takes a prominent part in the welfare of this part of the State, i.e., Darling Downs, and 
it is the principal Wheat ami Barley producing area. Besides these two crops, Oats, Maize, Potatoes, Pumpkins, 
and Melons, Cotton, Tobacco, Grapes, Oranges, Apples, Apricots, Cherries, Figs, Lemons, Peaches, Pears, Plums, 
Quinces, and Nectarines are produced, Broom Millet, Millet Seed, Grass Seed, Lucerne, and Lucerne Seed; Peanuts 
also have a place. The Burnett portion of country shown is also largely Agricultural and Dairying, Wheat, Oats, 
Maize (the chief Agricultural product of the district), Potatoes, Pumpkins, and Mplons, Grapes and Oranges and 
Vegetables forming the crops mostly grown. The Moreton district is also Agricultural and Dairying, Wheat, Oats, Barley 
(Malting;, Maize, Rye, Potatoes, Pumpkins, • and Melons, Cotton, Grapes, and Oranges forming the principal crops; 
Apples, Apricots, Custard Apples, Figs, Cape Gooseberries, Lemons, Passion Fruit, Peaches, and Plums are also grown. 

Mining: On the Downs this is principally confined to Silver and Tin .':n the far South-east and Coal; the latter 
is being worked at Oakey, Gowrie, and Kingsthorpe, and the output was 90,966 tons, valued at £38,845 during 1912. 

Timber: Box, Pine, Brigalow, Bunya Pine, Red Ironbark, Grey lronbark, Bloodwood, Oak, Crow's Ash, Cud- 
gerie or Mountain Ash, Cypress Pine, Moreton Bay Ash, Needlewood, Pear Tree, Rosewood, Red Stringy Bark, San- 
dalwood, Spotted G-um, Swamp Oak, Red Bottle Brush, White Gum, Blue Gum, Yellowwood, White Stringybark, Silky 
Oak, Tallowwood, T; Tree, Tulipwood, Turpentine, Ironwood, Lancewood, Lignum Vita', Medicosma CunningJiamM, 
Crow's Foot Elm.

Dairying: The Darling Downs in this industry ranks as the second district in the State, being only surpassed 
by the Moreton District. Butter is made both by farmers and in the Factories, of which there are the Downs Co- 
operative Dairy Co. Ltd. at Toowoomba, the Crow's Nest Butter Co. Ltd. at Crow's Nest, the Goombungee Co-opera- 
tive Dairy Co. Ltd. at Goombungee, the Pittsworth Daiuy Co. Ltd. at the place of the same name, the Oakey Co- 
operative Dairy Co. Ltd. at Oakey and Dalby, Mt. Bismarck Co-operative Dairy Co. Ltd. at Mt. Bismarck, the Jon- 
dowaie Co-operative Dairy Co. Ltd. at Jondowaie, Maryborough Co-operative Dairy Co. Ltd. at Kingaroy. Cheese 
is also largely made at the following factories: Cambooya Dairy Co.; Foggltt, Jones, and Co., Cooyar; Yandilla Dairy 
Factory Co., at Yarranlea: Gowtrie Dairy Supply Ltd., at Eton Vale; Colin Mcintyre, Mt. Tyson, Pittsworth; Donald 
Mclntyre, at Zahley and Goombungee; A. E. Moore at Rosalie Plains; Pittsworth Co-operative Dairy Co.; Ramsay Co- 
operative Dairy Co.; W. Connolly, Perseverance Creek, near Crow's Nest; the Southbirook Co-operative Dairy Co. Con- 
densed Milk is made by the Gowrie Da'ry Supply Co. Ltd. at Gowrie and Eton Vale, and by the Standard Dairy Cc. 
at Wyreema.

Tips for Tourists: Travellers by the Western line will find plenty to interest them on the journey from Bris- 
bane to Toowoomba; passing Eelidon, where the well-known Spa water is obtained, Murphy's Creek is soon reached, 
from whence the ascent of the Eange is begun. As a glance at the Map will show, the rails wind in and out, and 
round spurs, through cuttings and tunnels, slowly climbing upwards all the time till Spring Bluff is reached, from 
which a splendid view is obtained of the surrounding country on the East and South. After passing Spring Bluff the 
jonrney is continued upwaids to Harlaxton, troni which the run to Toowoomba is fairly level; this latter city is visited 
by numbers of people as a health resort, and f:om Picnic Point (2320ft. above sea level), a magnificent view of the 
Moreton district is to be had, and in the South-east is visible Mt. Mitchell (3751ft.), Spleer's Peak, Mt. Huntley 
(4153ft.), Wilson's Peak (4000ft.), and further Kast Mt. Barney (4300ft.) and Mt. Lindsay (4060ft.). On the Wes- 
tern line at Dalby is situated the Sanatorium for Consumptives, which has proved of great value in the amelioration 
of this disease.

This part of the tropical coast is very prolific, sugar cane being the principal agricultural product, more than 
one-sixth of the total sugar production coming from this district; some maize is also grown on the Herbert River, 
and the Mourilyan district holds premier place in the production of Bananas. Coffee is also grown, whilst Pine- 
apples and Oranges also have a place. 

The Western Country is chiefly Pastoral, Horses and Cattle being the stock selected, Sheep being a negligible 
quantity; there aie some fairly large "runs" well stocked, and a small proportion of country only is cut up into 
grazing selections, though with the advent of the Railway now under construction the probability is that more 
country will come under the plough and grazing give way to Agriculture and Dairying. The coastal land is mostly 
composed of very heavy scrubs, which, when cleared, will grow almost any crop, by merely scratching the surface 
and scattering the seed; with the splendid rainfall and prolific soil, the results are marvellous. 

Charters Towers is probably known to most mining men all over the world, the field having produced over 
6,359,000 fine oz. of Gold; besides Silver, Lead, Copper, and tin valued in 1912 at £21,400; the total value of mining 
machinery on the field in 1912 was given as £263,740. The Herberton district, a portion of which is shown on the 
North of the Map, is also a very prominent mining place, more Miners' Rights having been issued than on any other 
field in the State; Tin, Silver, Lead, Copper, Vvolfiam, Bismuth, Seheelite, and Molybdenite, are mined, and £287,553 
worth of these minerals were taken during 1912. Th amount of money sunk in machinery is £290,733. Kangaroo 
Hills also produced Tin and Wolfram to the value of nearly £20.770 during 1912, but this field is greatly handicapped 
by want of communication and consequent heavy cost of freight. 

There are 85 factories of various kinds in Charters Towers and Townsville districts, including three Sawmills, 
the C.S.R Co. have Sugar Mills at Halifax and Macnade, also at Goondi, and the Mourilyan Syndicate Ltd., one at 
Innisfail. At Sellheim, on the Burdekin River, the Burdekin River Meat Prpty. Co. have works. The Q.M.E. and 
A. Co. and the N. Q.M.E. Co. also have Meatworks in the Townsville district, Cardwell has two Sawmills and Innisfail 
three.

This Map represents, perhaps, the most interesting portion of the State, covering as it does Agriculture, Mining, 
Pastoral, Dairying, and Timber. With regard to the first-named, Cairns and Port Douglas Districts are Sugar produc- 
ing and Fruit" growing. Maize, Potatoes. Sugarcane, Bananas, Pineapples, Oranges, Apples, Maugoes, 1 aw Faws, 
Peaches, Plums, Pea Nuts, and Vegetables are among the chief products. 

The Cooktown District produces Maize, Potatoes, Coffee, Bananas, Pineapples, Oranges, Cocoanuts, Custard 
Apples, Mangoes, Pawpaws, Peanuts, Sisal Hemp, and Ramie and Vegetables. 

Chillagoe and Herberton (which includes the rich Atherton scrubs) Districts produce Maize, Rice, Potatoes, Pump- 
kins, and Melons, Coffee, Grapes, Bananas, Pineapples, Oranges, and other Fruits of various kinds. The L.b.K. 
have a Sugar Mill at Hambledon. The Mulgrave Central Mill is in the Nelson District, and a Central Mill is situated 
at Mossman. 

Mining: Chillagoe Gold and Mineral field produces Gold, Black Tin, Stream Tin, Wolfram, Molybdenite, Bis- 
muth, Antimony, Bismuth-Wolfram, Monazite, Scheelite, Silver, Copper, Lead, Mercury, ironstone, Limestone, Coal, and 
Rubies. The Chillagoe Company have expended much capital, and £104,417 on machinery in their mines, and with 
others have built a railway from Mareeba to Mungana, 103 miles in length, and passing through such mining centres 
as Koorboora, Almaden, Chillagoe, Zillmanton, &c. There are branches to Charleston (Forsayth), 142 miles, to Mount 
Garnet, to Tumoulin 53 miles, to Malanda 19 miles, Boonmoo to Irvinebank. From Biboohra to Mt. Molloy, 20 miles. A 
railway is now under construction from Dimbulah to Mt. Mulligan about 30 miles in length, where very important 
Coal deposits have been found, which when properly opened up are expected to give a great impetus to mining gene- 
rally by cheapening the cost of fuel, as all Coke used by the smelters has now to be brought from the South at great 
cost to 'the users. The Northern fields, Normanby, Palmer,' Palmerville, Bloomfield River, &c, have mot of late years 
fulfilled expectations; the fields are well worth a" visit from capitalists, and a closer inspection of the resources, with 
a view of investing in what should prove a profitable undertaking. Gold, Silver, Tin, Antimony, and W.olfram are 
found, and from the Palmer alone Gold to the extent of 1,327,016 fine oz. has been taken. Mount Windsor is looked 
upon as likely to prove a very payable Tin field, several claims are now worked and good prospects are obtainable 
in almost any part of the locality. ' The population of the Cooktown, Palmer, and Normanby fields is estimated at 
about 700 (1911). 

The Pastoral Industry is confined to Horses and Cattle, and lis mostly carried on in large holdings com- 
posed of "runs'' and occupation licenses, though in the Southern part some grazing selections have been taken up 
and stocked. Dairying is undertaken in the Atherton district, and theae is a butter factory at Atherton owned by 
W. C. Abbott. 

The Timber Industry should be very brisk, and remunerative as most of the so-called "Fancy Timbers" are 
found in the Cairns and Atherton Districts, and it is estimated that there is at least 2,000,000 acres where these 
timbers are found. Among others are the following: Silky Oak, a very fine timber and largely used for furniture, 
and for Joinery in modern buildings; Cedar (Red and White), Maple, a very beautiful timber, and extensively 
used by the furniture trade; Silkwood, Satinwood, Red Bean, Black Bean, Kauri Pine, Black Pine, Walnut, Beech, 
Quondong, Moreton Bay Ash, Bull Oak, Pink Oak, Red Oak, "^lack Oak, Silver or White Oak, Rosewood, Crow's Foot 
Elm, Sassafras, Acacia or Mackay Cedar. Moreton Bay Chestnut, Bunya Pine, Cadaga, Cairns Hickory, Citron 
Scented Gum, Cockspur Thorn, Tronwood, Lancewood, Johnstone River Hardwood, Leichhardt Tree or Canary Wood, 
Lignum Vita?, Pencil Cedar, Penda (or Luya's Hardwood, Ii ontree, and Red Heart), Cairns Redwood, Cairns Ribbon- 
wood, Brown Silky Oak, White Silky Oak, Tulip Wood. These most valuable timbers are being destroyed in millions 
of feet simply on a -count of many of them being practically unknown, together with the expensive transit, and if the 
present r:ite of destruction is allowed to continue, by the time the timbers are known abroad and enquired for, the 
available supply will have disappeared in ashes, as the settlers failing to find a market, or not realising what 
wealth they are wasting, are falling and burning these timbers to grow maize, or some other crop. There are four 
Sawmills in the Cairns Police District, one in the Port Douglas District, on at Mossman. five in the Atherton District, 
one at Tolga, four around Herberton, two at Mareeba.

This country, with an area of some 50,000 square miles, is at times rather dry and also carries 
a large amount of what may be classed as poor country, which greatly lowers the carrying capacity 
as a Pastoral District, consequently the Western portion of the country is mostly held in large areas, and 
is not in favour with the Grazing Selector. In the rainy season the reverse is the case and the country 
surrounding Cooper's Creek and the Bulloo River is practicaly uncrossable for weeks at a time, probably 
for this reason Horses and Cattlte in this part are more in favour than Sheep. Coming East and North, 
Sheep are more in evidence, and with the advent of a Railway, there is every probability of Sheep replac- 
ing Cattle, and smaller holdings taking the place of "runs."

An area of about 30,000 square miles or over 19,000,000 acres is shown in this Map, and with the exception <f 
a small acreage under Maize, Potatoes, Grapes, and Oranges, amounting to about 200 acres, the land is exclusively 
used for Horse, Cattle, and Sheep raising, though a little Gold mining is carried on in the neighbourhood of Woolgar, 
and Opal is found near Kynuna. Coal is known to exist near Mt. Sturgeon, on the heads of the Dutton River; but 
it has not yet been worked.

This tract of country, covering as it does about 320 miles by 240 miles or roughly 76,000 sq. miles, 
is, with the exception of the extreme North, entirely usurped by horses, cattle, and sheep, several runs ' 
being of thousands of square miles in extent, and with the comnletion of the Great Western Railway, now 
under construction, running from Tobermorey in the South East via Windorarr Sprir.gvale, Boulia and 
Urandin^'ie to Camooweal, this country is confidently expected to carrv many million sheep, these latter to 
a very great extent displacing the cattle at present depastured.

This map illustrates a tract of country covering an area of some 69,000 square miles and is capable 
of startling developments at some future date. At present Cloneurry is connected with the Eastern 
Coast by a Railway some 480 miles long, whilst several short lines exist or are at present under construc- 
tion in the district. Camooweal is intended as the terminus of the Great Western Railway now under 
construction in sections, but the great need of the district is a Railway to the Gulf of Carpentaria, to 
which the great obstacle is the want of a deep water port, the Gulf being very shallow, and comparatively 
tideless, as often .'16 hours elapse between tides, and the usual interval is 24 hours, and to keep a channel 
open by dredging would be a very expensive operation owing to the open character of the Bay. Mining- 
is largely the mainstay of Cloneurry and surrounding Country, Copper being the chief product; the value 
of all Minerals raised (other than Gold), during 1912, was £772,462, in addition to Gold valued at 
£55,386, and £169,390 has been expended in Mining Machinery. The Pastoral Industry is comprised of 
Horses, Cattle and Sheep, some of the "runs" consisting of thousands of square miles and the largesl 
Cattle "runs" in the State are situated in this locality. The famous Barclay Tableland situated to 
the South of Camooweal is calculated to, some day, carry millions of Sheep, and Pastoralists are 
eagerly awaking the completion of the Railway, to start Wool Growing on a much larger scale 
than they are able to do at present, owing to the impossibility of shifting their flocks during a dry 
season. 'Grasses include Mitchell. Flinders, Blue, Kangaroo. Edible Shrubs. Spinifex, and Bushes 
are plentiful.
